Certainly the British people, reared till now on the Bible, cannot 
complain if the language of the Bible becomes a language of the 
common people, and many among them may rejoice if thereby its 
influence is restored in these days when the Scriptures are no longer 
taught “at the mother’s knee"! Tue Times, the other day, printed, 
in Hebrew, a verse of one of Bialik's poems, and was congratulated 
upon it by the Rev. M. Adler. Mr. Adler ssemed to assume that 
it was the first time that Hebrew had figured in the columns of the 
leading journal. But so far back as August, 1834, the paper contained 
nine consecutive lines of Hebrew type. jut the two excursions 
into the Hebrew language show, at any rate, the attitude of a 
powerful English organ towards its wider use. Indeed, the famous 
editor of Tur Times, Prof. Chenery, who died in February, 1884, 
was himself a devoted student of the language, and had done much 
scholarly work in it. 


S° I hope that the Hebrew revival! will gather pace, and that one 

day it will regain the vogue that Yiddish now enjoys. I hate 
Yiddish with every fibre of my being.

But it is the language of 
captivity. It is the linguistic 
gaberdine we carry in exile. It smells with the reek of the Polish 
slums. It conjures up the Jewish helot, and the ragged Jew 
kicked from country to country, spat-upon and scorned. Its 
passion is the revolt of the oppressed, its laughter coloured by the 
captivity. It was not born on Jewish soil. It is not the language 
of our glorious past and the future that is to be. It is the 
product of just one era of Jewish history, and that an era which 
we all long to cast into the bottomless pit. I hope it willdie. I 
believe it will die. The break-up of the Russian Ghettos will 
hasten its doom. The Americanisation of United States Jewry and 
the Anglicisation of their British co-religionists—both tut off from 
East European immigration——will operate similarly. The death of 
Yiddish will be slow and gradual. For obvious and very practical 


reasons, it should not, could not, be otherwise. But die I hope it . 


will. Its literature will always remain the memory of a degraded 
and painful epoch. Let its place be taken by the language which 
the Jew spoke in the days of his freedom, and in which he gave his 
grandest gift to the world. Speaking it, his Jewish consciousness will 
take on a new iutensity and his prayers, inthe Synayogue a new 
force.

Mr. DAVID CHECHANOVER 


A well-known figure in East London Jewry and in the world of 
Zionism has passed away by the death, on Friday, of Mr. David 
Chechanover at the age of sixty-two. The 
deceased came to England from Antwerp in 
1914, just prior to the outbreak of the War, 
and immediately took up communal work. 
He became the Secretary of the Central 
Fund for the Relief of Polish Jewry, under 
the Presidency of the late Mr. Hermann 
Landau and the Treasurership of Mr. Otto 
Schiff. He carried on that work most 
assiduously until the Committee ceased to 
function. He was a very prominent figure 
in the Zionist movement, and appeared on 
almost every platform in the East End for the 
propagation of Zionism. He preached in many 
Metropolitan and Provincial Synagogues in 
support of the Jewish National Fund and 
the Keren Hayesod. He rendered excellent 
setvice to the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations, and tothe Federation of Polish 
Jews. At one time he was Chairman, and latterly Vice-Chairman of 
the Ben Uri Jewish Art Society. The deceased was also a member 
of the Central Committee of the Jewish State Party and supported 
its endeavours for the ideals of Herzlian Zionism. He leaves a 
widow and children to mourn his loss. 


Mrs. ALFRED SUTRO 


The death occurred on Monday at 31, Chester Terrace, R°gent's 
Park, of Esther Stella Sutro, widow of Alfred Sutro, the playwright 
(who died in September 1933). Mes. Sutro was the daughter of 
Joseph M. Isaacs, and a sister of the Marquess of Reading. On her 
marriage with Alfred Sutro, he gave up business and they went to 
live in Paris, she to continue her studies in art and he his studies 
in literature and drama. As an artist Mrs. Sutro found her best 
medium to be pastel. Her pastels of streets and gardens in England 
and in France, exhibited at the Leicester Galleries, the Lefevre 
Galleries and elsewhere. received high commendation from the 
critics.’ She was atso a critic and historian of art, and wrote, 
among others, a book on Nicolas Poussin. She was cremated at 
Golders Green on Wednesday.

Palestine is becoming more and more the pivot of Jewish life. If 
we are to preserve our contacts with the Jewish homeland and 
receive its full beneficent influence, we must learn the language 
which the Yishuvy speaks. That means that we in this 
country must take our cultural work a thousand times more 
seriously than we have done in the past. It is a valid complaint 
against our leadership that in its work it has been insufficiently 
appreciative of the Jewish maxim that “ man does not live by bread 
alone,’ and of the truth that a merely well-fed Jew is not necessarily 
the world’s noblest creation. I am told that several Hebrew Clubs 
for the young exist in London. That is not enough. My informant 
does not even know whether, in practice, the stress is laid on the 
“Hebrew” or the “Club.” We have to do better than that. We 
have to recapture the things for which Judaism and the Jew stand. 
The Hebrew revival must come to stay—and to spread! It is one 
of our supreme tasks, and every Jew who feels himself a Jew must 
enlist as a soldier in the cause!

BOYCOTT AND “ PROTOCOLS” 


Dr. Goebbels, Reich Minister of Propagandaand Public Enlighten- 


ment. recently issued a series of directions to the German Press: 
what to say, how to say it and what not to say. Their object 
was to prevent ~ misrepresentations by Jews and émigrés,” and 
they were accompanied by a governmental warning to the German. 


Jewish lress to 1.efrain from criticising the Nazi regime and to 
devote itself more to internal Jewish affairs. 

The tirst fruits of Dr. Goebbels’ new directions are to be seen in 
the German Press comment on the International Non-Sectarian 
Roveott Conference in London. “Th. London” (presumably Dr. 
Thost) described the Conference as follows in the VOELKISCHER 
BEOBACHTER: 

“It is an old trick to find a new name for a firm that bas gone 
cmash, and to give it out that it has been reorganised on a broader 
basis. This trick has now been resorted to by Samuel Untermeyer, 
the leader of the Jewish boycott movement against Germany, but he 
bas not succeeded in deceiving the. world. There has been a vast 
crash in the World Conference of the Non-Sectarian League for the 
boycott of Hitler Germany. Samuel told them that things could not 
co on like that. The Jewish boycott organisation had failed 
conspicuously especially in England, and the firm must find a new 
name and some non-Jewish partners. Then up stood Rabbi 
Gaster and said that the leadership of the boycott organisa- 
tion must not ship out of Jewish hands. The new share- 
holders, the so-called non-Jews, could come in, but the League 
must remain Jewish. Thereupon Samuel tendered his resignation 
because he was a Jew, and in his opinion the Chairmanship should 
belong to an adherent of another sect—-perhaps a Catholic or 
Protestant because these sects, too, were being terribly persecuted 
by Hitler. The only non-Jews present were the notoriously aut! 
German cliques round the Trade Unionist Citrine, Lord Marley, etc. 
A few objected because the Jew, Samuel Untermeyer, called the 
religions sects.” The gigantic International Boycott Conference of 
thirteen nations ended in nothing. Instead there was a handful 
of quarrelling Hebrews. Inthe end a compromise was reached that 
local Jewish boycott organisations should be dissolved if a non- 
sectarian League for the boycott of German goods existed in the 
partiicuiar town. The whole thing was so megalomaniously 
iusignilicant that only the DaILy HERALD dared to report it.”

The second article is of even greater 
magnitude and covers half the front page and part of page two, 
beneath the full-page double headline, “ Admissions of a planned 
Jewish world-policy.” It purports to examine speeches by Dr. 
Weizmann and other Zionist leaders, to show that Zionist policy 
corresponds with plans set down in the “ Protocols.” 

In addition to these two big issues the Nazi Press continues its 
general offensive against the Jews. For instance, the WESTFAERLISCHE 
LANDESZEITUNG, of Dortmund, attacks a Catholic sports organisation 
in Herne for lending their ground to a Jewish team. “ Whoever 
has such dealings with Jews,” it declares, “loses all claim to be 
regarded as a fellow-German.” It also attacks the local HERNER 
ANZEIGER for accepting advertisements from Jewish firms. 

The DeuTscue attacks the JuepIscHE RUNDSCHAU for praising 
the Chalutzim: “Germany knows from bitter experience that the 
Jew is an exploiter and a parasite, and not a worker in the sense of 
German labour ethics.” 

The Press still finds space for scare stories about the World 
Jewish Conference at Geneva. It has fallen tothe lot of the Berlin 
DEUTSCHE WOCHENSCHAU to make public a new plot. This paper 
publishes A secret report of the Conference which surpasses even 
the intrigues of the “Elders of Zion.” In a private session—the 
paper alleges—-secret resolutions were passed: First, demanding the 
institution of a world blockade against Germany ; Second, demanding 
the withdrawal of all private and State loans granted to Germany ; 
Third, to welcome the Soviet Union's entry into the League of 
Nations; to get in touch with the Soviets and to give them every 
moral and financial support, for which purpose a credit of one 
billion dollars would be raised; Fourth, the Jews to use all their 
influence especially in England and the United States, as well 
as in the countries of the Little Entente, in favour of Soviet Russia; 
Fifth, Jews to exploit the present strained relations between 
Italy and Germany to bring about a rupture between the two 
countries in co-operation with France; Sixth, every endeavour 
to be used to prevent a war in the Far East in order to prevent 
the Soviet Union being diverted from the “ serious tasks which it is 
called upon to fulfil in Europe." World Jewry, concludes the 
paper, wants a new massacre in pursuit of its “ parasitic interests,” 
and the above is the programme leading to it. : 

Even the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG, a Nazified’ paper with a 
considerable circulation among Jews, comes in for attack because it 
defends the Jews as far as it dare within the structure of National 
socialism. Julius Streicher’s FRAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG and the 
WESTDEUTSCHER BEOBRACHTER have been prominent in the attack. 
The FRANKFURTER in a geheral reply, states: “ A number of papers 
have lately been regularly conducting coarse attacks against us. It 
is not difficult to ascertain that a not inconsiderable number of such 
attacks spring chiefly from the need to make their hackneyed 
editorial products interesting at our cost. The tone of some of the 
other attacks, on the other hand, has been such that their object 
can only have been to stir up public opinion against us, or even 
urge official quarters to take action against us.” The paper then 
declares that it is the duty of the press in Germany to-day to avoid 
polemics and denunciation and seek to conduct constructive 
criticism. 

The WESTDEUTSCHER BROBACHTER has discovered that the Nazis 
are really most humane in their attitude towards the Jews. lt has 
published a picture of Jews who were publicly burned in Berlin in 
1510 on the accusation that they had desecrated a Church, but 
not mentioning that the charge against the Jews was afterwards 
disproved. It then proceeds to compare the treatment of the Jews 
in the olden times and the happy life they have now in Germany, 
“where the Jewish enemies of the country are accorded the 
privileges of guests and allowed even to carry on.their usual 
occupations.” 

Nazi journalism does not differ from Nazi justice in its dealings 
with Jews. One still remembers the poisoned arrows that have 
been shot on numerous occasions by the Nazi Press against the Jew 
Melchett (né Alfred Mond), who was dominating British and world 
industry. The same papers record at present in tones of jubilation 
that Professor Bergius, the German scientist, who was the first 


inventor of the process of hydrogenation of coal, has been awarded ° 


the Melchett Medal for his discoveries in chemistry. This success 
is being triumphantly placarded as a victory for German science. 
That the medal was a Jewish foundation is, of course, not disclosed. 
In their search for Jews the Nazis have registered the “ Aryan” 
Czechoslovakian shoe magnate, the late M. Bata, asaJew. The WEST- 
DEUTSCHER BROBACHTER has published an attack on him for planning 
to open shoe factories in the Far East, although it has always been 
well understood that M. Bata was a pure “ Aryan.” Itis now found 
convenient to class him among what the DEUTSCHE ZEITUNG recently 
called “the powers of non-Nordic sub-humanity,” for his factories 
and shops have long since been a thorn in the flesh of his German 
competitors, and there is a saying in Nazi Germany, “give me a 

competitor, and I'll make him a Jew.”

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DR. SCHMITT TO RETURN? 
Jews Still Persecuted in Trade 


A Department Store Experiment 


Dr. Schmitt, who is still nominally Minister for Economic Affaire; 
has recovered to some extent from his illness and is back in Berlin, 
Whether or not he will resume his former duties one cannot say, 
but it may be interesting to consider how far his policy of economic 
tolerance of the Jews has been carried out during the last few weeks 
of his absence. | 

The organisation of German Aryan Clothing Manufacturers held 
a big propaganda campaign from November 3rd to November 19th, 
in which all “ Aryan ” retail clothiers in Greater Berlin participated, 
to bring it home to the public that they must support © true German 
labour.” Several reports are now to hand indicating that the 
campaign produced very poor results. The public apparently still 
retains its confidence in Jewish tailors. 

In the cattle trade Jews have suffered severely. The West. 
DEUTSCHER BROBACHTER has published a demand for the enactment 
of a law for the exclusion of all Jews from the cattle markets through. 
out Germany, arguing that only in that way will it be possible to 
reduce: the price of meat, “as the Jewish cattle dealers alone are 
responsible for the high prices of meat.” This demand came asa 
result of the “ discovery ’ made by other Nazi organs thatthe efforts 
to render the cattle markets Judenrein were worthless, ‘asthe Jewish 
‘attle dealers, who are prevented by storm-troopers from entering 
the markets, send Aryan agents to act for them in the markets.’ 
The WESTDEUTSCHER also reports that at a general meeting of the 
Union of Wholesale: Butchers in Cologne it was announced by the 
head of the Union, Joseph Piitz, that a scheme was being prepared 
for the separation of the “ Aryan” and “ non-Aryan" butchers in 
the market and for the allotment of separate places to them. The 
NATIONAL-ZEITUNG, of Essen, reports that the cattle market at 
Hlusum is now “ Jew-free,” “the paltry half-dozen survivors not 
counting, when one considers that the Hebrews formerly constituted 
the majority in the market.” The risk of being swindled, it declares, 
has now diminished. At Fulda, in Hesse*-Nassau, a campaign has 
been started against the Jewish dealers on the ground that they do 
not milk their cows at the proper time, thereby causing pain, and 
one dealer has been “taken into protective custody for failing to 
facilitate the police enquiries.” Tauberbischofsheim, in Baden, bas 
been placarded with posters urging the people to boycott Jewish 
traders, as Jews “are undesirables who constitute a misfortune to 
the country.” The Mayor has announced that no Jewish horse or 
cattle dealers will be allowed to participate in the local fair. 

In Bavaria; Jewish traders have had to suffer considerable 
persecution. ‘The BAYERISCHE OSTMARKT, of Regensburg, reports that 
a number of Jewish dealers who attended a local market were com- 
pelled to decamp “in order to avoid more serious consequences.” 
We learn from another source that they were attacked by a gang of 
Nazis, who did considerable damage to their stands. All the Jewish 
traders have also been expelled from the fair at Kelheim. A_ better 
respect for the expressed wishes of the Government was shown at 
Nedling, where the date of the fair was altered because it fell on a 
Jewish holiday. “~ Do you know,” asked the local Nazi press, * what 
the Jews do on these days? Why, they say *Kol-nidre,’ wherein 


they pray to God to forgive them all their treacheries and to. 


discharge them of any oath or obligation . . . That such a 
scandal could have happened in a city ruled by. National-Socialists! 
Certainly no greater scandal has marred the history of the Third 
Reich since the Hitler Revolution.” 

Another campaign against Jewish businesses has been: started 
on the grounds of hoarding and protiteering. Both the purchase of 
large stocks and the charging of high prices are now being rigorously 
controlled in Germany: offenders are denounced to the authorities, 
who punish them summarily. The procedure allows of the most 
obvious Jew-persecution, and it is a curious thing that so many of 
the firms proceeded against should be referred to in the reports as 
Jewish swindlers, Jewish hoarders. Jewish protiteers,’ etc. In 
Koenigsberg a Jewish business was closed for three days simply on 
a report to the authorities that it had raised the price of an article. 
All the property of a Jewish clothing firm inthe Ruhr has been con- 
fiscated and a fine of £300 imposed for alleged price extortion. Julius 
and Adolf Weinberg, of Dortmund, and Otto Weinberg, of Osnabriick, 
the heads of the Jewish textile firm of Weinberg Bros. have been 
sent to a concentration camp as a result of a Nazi report that they 
raised the prices of goods, and several Jewish businessmen have 
been arrested for stocking too many goods. They inelude Saul 
Lowenthal and Erich Wolff, both of Dortmund. It is now considered 
an offence in Germany for a businessman to urge a customer to buy 
a large quantity of goods in view of a probable shortage of materials.

Attempt to Belittle Jewish War Service 
A MEAN MANIPULATION OF FIGURES 

In a letter to a provincial newspaper, Mr. A. K. Chesterton, who 
Appears to be the newspaper letter-writer of Sir Oswald Mosiley's British 
Union of Fascists, in an attempt to belittle Jewish effort during the War, 
stated: “At that time there were 62,000,000 British people within the 
Kinpire. Of these, 1,090,000 gave up their lives in the War, representing 
Lin 57 of the population. There were 2,400,000 wounded, representing 
lin 25 of the population, The Jews within the Empire numbered 420,000, 
Of these, 2,425 died in the War, representing 1 in 175 of their population. 
The number of Jews wounded was 6,500, representing 1 in 65 of their 
population. 

This statement was effectively answered by the Rev. J. Israelstam, 
of Bradford, who, in the course of a very fair and well-argued letter, 
pointed out that whereas the Fascists had compared the total Jewish 
war dead with the total of Jews in the Empire, in the case of the 
Limpire generally he had taken the total war dead of all dominions and 
colonies, including colonred troops, and compared @he figures with the 
pire population, minns the coloured races. After pointing out that

PALESTINIAN DEVELOPMENT AND JEWISIL IMMIGRATION 


Professor S. Brodetsky took the occasion of the fourth Annual

\venue, N.W., the residence of Mrs. Berliner, the President of the 
The High Commissioner, said Professor Brodetsky, had made 
very important declarations upon the questions of immigration, land 
snd the proposed Legislative Council. In connection with immigra- 
tion, the High Commissioner had pointed out, in reply toa complaint 
by the Arabs that Jewish immigration to Palestine was too large, 
that the policy’ of the Palestine Government was to develop 
the country. It was quite clear from that statement, said 
Professor Brodetsky, that the High Commissioner linked up the 
development of Palestine with Jewish immigration into Palestine. 
There was no question of a boycott of Arab labour, he wenton. But 
when they went to Palestine, put up factories and orange groves, built 
houses and did all the things required for building up the country, 
they did soas Jews who were building up a Jewish National Home ; 
and just as the English working man had a right to expect the English 
employer to employ English working men, so the Jewish working 
an had aright to expect the Jewish employer to employ Jewish 
Working men. Statements had occasionally been made that the 
Lumber of Arabs coming into Palestine from outside had been very 
‘mall, But he thought there could be no doubt about if that the 
humber now would run into something like 10,000 or 15,000, 
Professor Brodetsky said that while it was true that there had 
been an increase in the labour certificates which the Government 
Lad given for the six months that had just started, the number was 
far too small to make good the shortage of labour. lt required a 
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schedule of at least twice as many in order to make up the 
accumulated shortage. 

Professor Brodetsky, referring to the deduction of 2,200 certifi- 
cates for illegal immigration, said that it was to their interest that 
Palestine should be ruled by law. But many of them knew that 
the traditional “ crime” of the Jew had been the lack of a certificate 
or the lack of a passport. They could not help asking themselves 
whether a better way of dealing with illegal immigration would not 
have been for the Government to have given the full amount of 
certificates required and make illegal immigration impossiltve and 
unnecessary as far as they were able, rather than to deduct 2,200 
from a quite niggardly number of certificates. 

A complaint of the Arabs was that Jews were taking their land 
away from them. As a matter of fact, proof had been obtained by 
the Government itself that this was not the case. The Arabs were 
well safeguarded, and the loan of £2,000,000 whicli was raised a year 
ago was going to be used to the extent of something like fifty per 
cent. for the purpose of helping Arab agriculture. 

Referring to the announcement regarding the Huleh conces- 
sion, Professor Brodetsky said it was a very important event in the 
Jewish development of Palestine, and they would be able to settle 
on the land several thousand families who would live as farmers. 
The statement met with their approval, except that they considered 
that the restrictions upon the Jewish purchase of land in Palestine, 
introduced in the last few years, were dangerous and bad for the 
country, 

Professor Brodetsky next came to the question of a Legislative 
Council, also‘referred to by the High Commissioner. They were 
opposed to it, he said, and they had stated to the Government on a 
number of occasions and in every possible manner that they were 
opposed to it. 

lt was the intention of the Arabs to use such a body for the 
purpose of making it impossible for the Jews to carry on their work 
and they bal, in fact, said that they wanted a body thaf would 
enable them to stop Jewish immigration and Jewish land settlement. 

They believed, said Professor Brodetsky, that an - agreement 
between Jews and Arabs was bound to come. When such an under- 
standing was reached, then, of course, constitutional changes with 
the consent of both sides would be possible and profitable. 


Zionists Celebrate Chanucah

VALUABLE CONCESSION IN PALESTINE 


A social gathering was held on Saturday evening last at the 
Rovalty Rooms, Gt. Alie Street, E., under the auspices of the 
Synagogue-Council of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 
lreland, in celebration of Chanucah. 

The Rey. J. Kk. Goldbloom, who presided, expressed his gratifi- 
cation that “the seeds which we: have sown in the last twenty or 
thirty vears have borne fruit,’ but lamented the scarcity of real 
active workers for the cause of Palestine, particularly at a time 
when whatever they did was totally incommensurate with the 
gravity of the situation with which World Jewry was confronted. 
tie appealed to those at the head of the Synagogues to participate 
in Zionist work and to demonstrate by such participation that 
Judaism was notathing of the past but of the future. Applying 
the significance of the Chanucah celebration, Mr. Goldbloom stressed 
the need of consecrating themselves anew to Zionist work and to 
Hebrew and Hebrew culture. 

After Rabbi A. J. Singer and Mr. Morris Myer had spoken, 
Professor S. Brodetsky delivered an address. He said that their 
hopes in regard to Palestine were represented by the present Yishuv 
as a beginning of a great work and as a foundation that had been 
well and truly laid, and he thought if was a good thing occasionally 
tu shake off that perpetual pessimism. The building upof Palestine 
to-day, said Professor Brodetsky, was the most essential thing ip 
Jewish history that they had had for centuries. It was the only 
policy which had led to a constructive result. 


The Huteh Concession 


Referring to the announcement of the transfer of the Huleh 
concessions to a Jewish colonising body in Palestine working under 
the auspices of the Palestine Land Development Company, Professor 
Brodetsky said it was one of the most fertile areas in Palestine. 
Some people thought it was the most fertile area in Palestine— 
more fertile even than the Emek. It was not as large as the Emek 
from the point of view of area, but it represented one of the most 
important agricultural possibilities in Palestine. It was a piece of 
land on which they would be able to settle several thousands of 
Jewish families at the same time meeting the needs of those Arabs 
living onitnow. They had not merely got a concession. It was a 
piece of work which had been organised on a large business scale and 
alarge sum which went into six figures was ready for the purpose 
of a beginning. 

He believed, satd Professor Brodetsky in conclusion, that on 
that night as on every occasion when they celebrated the memory 
of their great victories of taventy-one centuries ago, they should do 
so with confidence and optimism and with the sure knowledge

“Tt is almost impossible at this time to conceive a world without 
owe id Mr. Cummings. “But if one could have imagined the elimi- 
vation of the- Jewish race say within a-hundred years of the birth of 
Christ » could at least commiserate with the monsters, tyrants, clod 
hoppers and fools of history in the deprivation they would have suffered 
of come of their most delectable orgies of brutality and vice.” 


Objections to a National Return 


Th commonest estimate of the number of Jews scattered about the 
face of the earth to-day was, he thought, sixteen millions, though he 
authorities calculated the number to be considerably less than 


this. The number. at anv rate, was sufficient to envisage the possibility, 
fall these Jews could be concentrated in one sovereign tract of territory, 
fa vreat Jewish State. If the idea could be translated into. reality 
such a state would rapidly become the foremost in the world-—foremost 
» the art of Goverment. in all the arts of peace, and in the moral 
it would exercise in international affairs. This might be an 
le dreaun. For his part he had never contemplated the Jewish destiny 
in the old Palestinian home. He believed it in fact to, be quite out 
f the ouestion. He believed Jewish aspirations, Jewish culture, 
Jewish interests, the part that Jews played everywhere in the fashioning 
fatfairs and in the great movements of literature, science and politics, 
had | i them far above the limitations which would be imposed on them 
individually and as a race if they were set in this remote and altogether 
asuitable environment. What they were at all times apt to forget also 
Was tf the Jewish people, though their homogeneity was one of the 
ost 4 irkable facts in history, had profound national attachments. 
The German Jew was also a patriotic German citizen, the American Jew 
Was a patriotic Ameriean citizen, and the English Jew was undoubtedly 
ii Eugosh patriot. Their citizenship, in spite of the harsh and savage 
treatment whieh they had been accorded in the past, was a very real 
thing: and he eeuld not help thinking that it provided a basic reason for 
lacing among the unattainables, or at any rate in the far distance, the 
kleal . self-contained sovereign Jewish state. 
i could well understand, however, that recent events set many 


Jews | uking again along the lines of a final concentration of the Jewish 
race in a true Jewish home. It must be a very bitter reflection for Jews 
everywhere that, after having won so many stern battles for personal and 
political liberty, at thi@ late stage in the development of their common 
Civilisation, members ef their race in Germany had once more been puton 
their defence and treated in a mariner that belonged to the Dark Ages. The 
battle had begun again and he was afraid it was going to be a long and 
perhaps bloody conflict. There was nothing in the last century — not even 
the bloodthirsty terrorism that followed immediately after the last 
Russian revolution—so wicked, so blasphemous, so meaningless and so 
utterly barbarous as the treatment meted out to the Jew under the 
Hitlerist regime im Germany. Indeed, it would be a reflection on the 
common intelligence to compare Russian excesses after the Russian 
‘evolution with German excesses after the Hitlerist revolution. 

He was not surprised, said Mr. Cummings, that Jews in other 
Countries, even in this country where their personal and political freedom 
Was complete, had been and still were greatly disturbed at the possibilities 
of & dangerous extension of this crude anti-Semitic crusade. Anti- 
Semitism, like all forms of race antagonism was infectious. It aroused 
i human beings of a lower grade all the worst instincts of their simian 
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ancestry. And while he did not think there was much likelihood that 
“uy British Government, even a British Fascist Governments. would 
crnulate the more revolting deeds ‘of Germany savagery, there was 
hevertheless a very real danger of a recrudescence of anti-Jewish 
animositics in one form or another. The kind of people who sup- 
ported the policy of Sir Oswald Mosley and his immediate associates 
were just those who, if they had the chance. would reduce theo 
Jewish people here to a position of deep humiliation and deprive 
them of most of those human rights which they had so hardly won. He 
himself had observed again and again the existence of a strone under- 
current of anti-Semitic prejudice in middle-class England. Under 
certain conditions it was not difficult to exploit this fecling. Mosley was 
doing it for all he was worth as they were well aw are, and it behoved the 
nrore rational and ints lligent elements of the Community to be on their 
guard. Above all, those who professed and called themselves Christians 
should be on their guard. 

In spite of the somewhat frivolous title of that discourse he simply 
could not create for himself a mental picture of a world without Jews in 
it. He had a remarkable list. which he would not recite, of representa 
tive Jews whose re putation and fame had an international significance in 
every field of human endeavour. The Nazi ideal of keeping the Nordic 
blomistream free from deadly Jewish organisms was one of the vrimmest 
jests he had ever heard. For if there was one thing about the Jewish race 
it Was that its racial bloodstream was kept cleaner than that of any other. 
[n spite of all that had happened and all that was happening. to-day in 
Central Europe and elsewhere he believed that the Jewish race would see 
an end to its troubles and that it was destined yet to play a mighty part in 
moulding the thoughts and actions of mankind. 

Mr. A. Beverley Baxter, late Editor of the DAILY Express and now 
With the Gaumont British Picture Corporation, spoke on “Israel in 
‘Shot’ land.” Mr. Baxter said that the film industry was controlled by 
their great race. There would not be to-day in England any film industry 
at all of any consequence if it had not:been for the extraordinary courage 
and patience of the Jewish people. 


Professor Laski Calls for Courage 

Professor Harold J. Laski, dealing with the subject of anti-Semitism, 
siki he did not believe in any body of men and women who told him 
that in this country or in the United States—still the two most 
civilised communities where matters of tolerance were concerned 

the elements of anti-Semitism were not so present that they 
might not easily be kindled into a flame. He was convinced that -if 
the. experiment for which Roosevelt was responsible were in any 
serious degree to break down, the first result of its breakdown. becanse 
of the association of a number of eminent American Jews with 
the experunent, would be the ontbreak in the United States of anti- 
Semitism more profound than anything that Anglo-Saxon civilisation had 
so far known. And more than that. He -was not one of those who took 
lightly the movement typified by Sir Oswald Mosley. He refuse di to take 
it lightly because in the upper classes and working classes of this country 
there was a great deal of latent anti-Semitism. Even in University 
life one found no inconsiderable degree of anti-Semitic feeling. and he 
believed that if such measures of recovery as they had seen in the last 
fcw years were to receive a set-back the propaganda of Oswald Mosley 
and his colleagues would grow by what it fed upon and that the Jews of 
this country would find themselves in a POSITION AS MeNACING as anything 
in their modern history. He, therefore, wanted to enquire what were the 
Jews to do” 

What he wanted from the Jewish community was courage and 
generosity, and what in the face of the situation that it confronted he did 
not find.was ac quate courage and adequate senerosity. Professor Laski 
cited as an ¢ xample the refugees who came to this country from Germany 
some of them, he said, being among the most distinguished men of the 
race to which they belonged. He had seen the subscription lists. but he 
Was not impressed by the volume of those subscription lists. He wanted 
to see it made certain by the Jewish people that every Jewish professor, 
doctor, lawyer, historian, engineer and, above all, every young student. 
could pursue his career to the end. Every Jewish professor and every 
Jewish student who was not given the Opportunity cither to continue his 
researches, on the one hand, or to complete his training on the other, was 
a proof on their part of inadequacy in the face of their problems. 

Referring to the boycott, Professor Laski said he saw no point in a 
boycott unless there was the will, determination and energy to make it 
successful. But if they had the knowledge that that will, energy and 
determination were present they were not going to conquer their enemies 
in Germany by turning the other cheek to them. 

“We do not ar | anything,” he proceeded, “by going to the Foreign 
Offices of the world, cap in hand, and asking them to put before Germany 
the human plea that we have to make.” If Jews waited until the sense 
of justice was re-born in Germany and was kindled in the other’ nations 
of the world, there might be no Jews left in Germany for whom that 
justice was to be secured. 

“J want therefore a militant temper in Jewry.” declared Professor 
Laski. He wanted them, as members, like himself, of the rank and file of 
this Community to make it apparent to their leaders that diplomacy and 
tactfuiness were not cnough and he wanted them to realise in themselves 
the spirit that had so far been responsible for their survival. He still 
believed that Jews as Jews had got something to contribute to the kind of 
international mind that they had got to make. But they could not make 
that contribution if they had to live day in and day out, year in and year 
out, under the menace of fear. 

As he saw Europe, one by one the lamps of reason were going ont. 
As he saw Europe, he doubted whether they would be lit again in his 
lifetime. That, he thought, made it more incumbent upon each member 
of that audience to remember his heritage and the obligation upon him to 
hand down undimmed the torch of that heritage.

In the course of his sermon Dayan GOLLOP said that Jews could 
recall two great occasions when attempts were made to break the freedom 
of religious liberty. The first was when Pharaoh determined to mould all 
the Hebrews into one fashion, and to turn them into a horde of slaves. 
The power of Egypt crumbled into the dust but the power of the Hebrews 
prevailed. Seventeen hundred years later, there arose the power of 
Assyria. Antiochus Epiphanes wanted the Jews to give up their own 
fashion of serving God for which he was prepared to give them liberty. 
It was then that Judas Maccabeus and his band of heroes fought for the 
right of the human spirit--fought for their liberty against the Assryians. 
‘The great British Empire gave all its citizens equal opportunities to serve 
it, and that gathering in the Synagogue, comprising Jewish soldiers and 
distinguished non-Jewish representatives of the armed forces, was a 
synrbol ef British liberty and freedom. The Jews of the Empire were 
given opportunities to exercise their abilities for the good of the Empire 
and were encouraged to worship God in their own way. They could say: 
“Thank God that they had been enabled to reach that day to assemble 
in the Synagogue to give expression to the appreciation of the liberty 
they enjoyed.”

Notes on Recent Eretz-Yisrael Publications 


By NA‘AMAN 

Eretz-Yisrael is once again becoming the principal eentre of 
Hebrew literature. The number of Hebrew books pubjished in this 
little land is rapidly growing larger and larger. The various 
publishing firms are vying with each other in the field of literary 
activity, both original and translated; and the number of periodicals 
devoted to Jewish scholarship and Hebrew literature in the stricter 
sense of the word is continually increasing. 

The notes on Eretz-Yisrael publications, which will appear in 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE at frequent intervals, are naturally confined 
to original Hebrew works, and attempt to acquaint the Anglo-Jewish 
public with those of the more important books which might be 
expected to be of some interest to the one or the other section of 
British Jewry. They thus call attention to publications devoted to 
both classical as well as modern Hebrew literature. 


The Mekitzei Nirdamim Society 

I is published by the recently revived 
Mekitzei Nirdamim and edited by Abraham Hayim 
rreimann. It is indeed very fitting that this collection, hitherto 
the of Maimonides’ Responsa, should have appeared in 
Jerusalem in the year when world Jewry is celebrating the eight 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of this great Jew. The 
comprises an annotated critical edition of 586 responsa to questions 
addressed to him which are also reproduced. Of these 
eections, approximately 120 have not been previously published. 
‘The text is in Hebrew, some of the questions and responsa having 
been originally so written, while the rest are translations, chiefly 
old, from the. Arabic. have 
trans'ated by modern scholars. The sections are arranged according 
to subject-matter, and follow the order of the Halakhot adopted in 
the Shulchan Aruch. index and a 
list of references to Talmudic passages and other Halachic books of 
Maimonides.

eben aw (The Mekitzei Nirdamim Society; edited by 
Professor Aharon.Freimann) is the itinerary of Rabbi Hayim Josef 
David Azulai (WT), a Sefardi Meshullach, who, in the second 
half of the 18th century, twice travelled on behalf of the Hebron 
community to various European countries including Holland and 
England. The accounts of his journeys, written in an attractive 
Rabbinical narrative prose, frequently interspersed with Talmudic 
expressions and foreign words, mostly Italian, record some very 
interesting details regarding the communal life of the Jewish con- 
gregations visited by the author. There are also several references to 
general historical events, and the descriptions of places of interest 
seen are at times very vivid (e.g. description of the Tower of London, 
on p. 31). The book is edited from an autograph MS. Hts first part 
(pp. 1-80) appeared in 1921 (Itzkowski Berlin), and the 
present second part (pp. 81-220) includes the greater section of the 
text, a short introduction and two indexes.

Theonghout his history the Jew has rested on the Sabbath. The 
‘thousan! and one Sabbath regulations—and some refer to very 
minute affairs—-have only one end in view—-to safeguard rest for the 
Jew. In the earliest times, while yet Jews lived in Palestine. the 
approach of the Sabbath was heralded by trumpet call from the 
highest roof in each city (VF a7 Maes 227 WN") by the “ Chazan of 
Synagogue.’ Three blasts were sounded ; the first, for the cessation 
of labour in the flelds ; the second, for .the closing of shops; and the 
third, for stopping: domestic work. Those who were more than 
ordinarily particular in these matters did not work at all on Friday 
afternoons ; the trumpet signal was for the great mass of people and 
was well in time for the setting of the sun. 

\t night-fall the family assembled at home for the evening meal, 
and the sanctification of the Sabbath—hiddush—was part of the 
neal. The courses came first; grace followed with wine cup, and 
th hiddush was recited. In the earliest times it was a 


simple benediction: ~ Blessed be He who sanctified the Sabbath 


| ‘arliest celebration of Friday evening was in the home. It 

was not until later centuries that a service in the Synagogue was 
the rule.

Once the principle were conceded, 
it would not be difficult to find ways and means for extracting from 
the Friday evening Sabbath religious and emotional experience 
which would be exceedingly precious. 

The suggestion may sound revolutionary. But let our spiritual 
guides, who know how much Friday evening is becoming secularised, 
boldly come forward and plead for a change which would breathe 
life into an institution worth preserving. To go on as at present is 
to confess to a helplessness which makes straight for defeat. 

It has been rumoured that before Jong there is to be another 
conference of Anglo-Jewish preachers. Is there not one courageous 
member of the Conference who, braving any possible ecclesiastical 
thunderbolts, will propound a comprehensive scheme of Friday 
night observance ? 

Nor does this stand alone. For many Jews Sabbath observance. 
owing to the pressure of economic forces, is almost impossible. The 
Wish is there, but it is hemmed in and restrained. Yet Saturday 
afternoon remains. In Palestine a splendid institution has grown 
up as part and parcel of the social life of the country—the 
Oneg Shabbat. Is it beyond our capacity in this country to institute 
in every congregation an Oneg Shabbat every Saturday afternoon, 
culminating in the Hablalah, with its blessings over light and 
spices? Will not another member of the Preachers’ Conference 
take up and elaborate this theme, likewise big with Jewish 
possibilities? 

Both institutions, if we could arrange for their introduction 
into our midst, would bring back to Jews—and to others—the 
technique of rest, physical and spiritual. It is a gift given to the 
world by the Jewish Sabbath. Is it to disappear before our eyes ?

Estimating the Results 


Can the Enthusiasm be Crystallised ? 


VIEWS OF DR. RAWIDOWICZ AND THE REY. J. kh. GOLDBLOOM 


In the opinion of two of the leading lights in the big Hebrew 
Week drive—Dr. S. Rawidowicz and the Rey. J. K. Goldbloom—there 
is every reason for the promoters to feel satisfied with the results 
achieved (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

Dr. Rawidowicz who, it is not generally known, has to his credit a 
large number of learned books and 
whose special subject is general and 
Jewish philosophy, said, when I 
asked him for his impressions : 

“All the various functions which 
were held in connection with Hebrew 
Week demonstrated the fact that 
the Jews of London are full of enthnu- 
siasmm for the object which we have 
set ourselves to accomplish—the pro- 
pagation of Hebrew and Hebrew 
culture-—and it is now up to them to 
show their enthusiasm in a practical 
wav and to translate it into real, 
definite action. so that Hebrew shall 
become an active cultural factor in 
their daily lives. 

‘In my opinion the results have 
been verv d¢ratifving,” he said. 

. l asked Dr. Rawidowicz what had 
Dr. S. RAWIDOWICZ struck him most about the Hebrew 
Week functions that had been held. 

‘ The mass meeting at the Shoreditch Town Hall,” he replied, ** for 

it gave the lie direct to those who say that the masses of Jews in this 


country are not interested. in Hebrew culture. The meeting was hot 
for any. political purpose, its only aim being to underline the connection 
between Jewry and Hebrew culture. It was one of the finest Jewish 


gatherings which | cver-attended.” 

Dr. Rawidowicz has made the practical proposal to the youth of the 
Ji wry of this country to establish a central office consisting of all the 
youth organisations for the Purpose of ln pleme nting the enthusias.n 
which, as he said, undoubtedly prevails for the spread of Hebrew culture. 
The establishment of such an office, urged Dr. Rawidowicz, would play a 
potent part in strengthening the position of the Jewish youth of this country. 

~ In supporting our object,” said Dr. Rawidowicz, “the Jews of Great 
Britain are not only doing something for themselves but for their brethren 
in the other countries of the Galut.’ 

Dr. Rawidowicz is the founder of the B'rit Ivrit Olamit Organisation, 
at whose conference in Berlin in 1931 he gavé the tirst address. The head- 
quarters of the B.1.0. have been transferred from Berlin to 77, Great 
Russell Street, London, W.C., and Dr. Rawidowiez is the Hon. Director of 
the Orvanisation. 


“To Foster the Hebrew Psychology ” 


The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom expressed his conviction that in the results 
of Hebrew Week they had achieved more than they had expected. 

* ‘The organisers,” he said, *“*‘had never dreamt that there was such 
an enthusiasm for, and understanding 
of, the importance of Hebrew.” 

Fer the Teachers’ Conference, 
with which the “Week” opened, it 
had been urged by some of them that 
a larger hall than the Ben Uri Art 
Gallery, where the function was held, 
should be taken. But as there was 
doubt as to whether the attendance 
would justify their taking larger 
premises, it was decided to adhere 
to their original decision.

An Ashkenazi Community

The larger 
room is the Synagogue proper, with Ark and the simple Almemor, 
anda number of chairs, whilst the adjoining room is occupied by 
women. On either side of the Ark is a small brass Menorah affixed 
to the wall, and on one of the walls is a printed sheet with diagrams 
showing how Tephillim are laid; but as service is held only on 
Sabbaths and Festivals, that sheet is probably intended to serve a 
purely decorative purpose. Although most of the worshippers are 


Ashke 1azim, the ritual followed is Sefardic, which is perhaps only 
natural in the land of Sefarad. 


Congregational Vicissitudes 


The congregation has a very serious struggle for existence 
owing to the fact that those’Jews who are in the best position to 
maintain the Synagogue are the least concerned about it. Untila 
few years ago, almost the whole of the Communal badget was 
covered by Senor Ignacio Bauer, but when he experienced a reyerse 
of fortune it became necessary for all members to bear their proper 
share of the burden. Even so, the income just suffices to cover the 
rent and the modest wage of the beadle. The Municipality has 
provided the Community with land for a cemetery, but whenever 
there is a burial,a payment of 400 pesetas (about £11). hus to be 
nade to the Municipality, and the committee does not always find 
it easy to raise this sum in the case of the funeral.of a poor person. 
The task would, of course, be greatly lightened if only there were a 
stronger sense of solidarity and Jewish consciousness among the 
Jews of Madrid.

It was, perhaps, the recognition of this need that prompted acertain 
Jewish adventurer from Hungary a couple of years ago to make a 
proposal to the committee. Claiming that he was a Rabbi, although 
he could furnish no proof of his claim, he proposed to the com- 
mittee that they should appoint him as Rabbi without a salary. In 
return for this sacrifice, all that he wanted was a liberal supply of 
finely printed note-paper bearing his official title, with which he 
proposed to appeal to pious philanthropists in various parts of the 
world for contributions to the building of a Synagogue, of which 
forty per cent should go to the Synagogue and he sbould retain 
sixty per cent. as commission! His offer was declined, so he went 
off to Barcelona, where he is said to have met with greater favour, 
and he is believed to be engaged at present in his money-raising 
campaign somewhere in America in the interests of a Synagogue in 
the capital of Catalonia. 


The Maimonides Anniversary

EXAMINER 
HEBREW BOOKS 


An account, in a recent issue of DAvArR, of Hebrew publications 
during the past year, is of special interest in view of the great 
effort that is being made in this country to spread the knowledge of 
Hebrew and its literature. 

From this account one gathers that 488 Hebrew books were published 
in Palestine during the past year as compared with 478 in the previous 
year, and 441 in the year before. In the year 5690, the number of 

oks in Hebrew published in Palestine was 469, while in the subsequent 


year it dropped to 427. Of the 488 books published during last 
year, 46 were original works of the belles-lettres class, as compared 
with 41 in the preceding year, while 36 were translations of the same 


character; there were 85 new books for young people and children ; 
ten volumes of essays and criticism, 15 collected and 
works, 64 books on science, 114 educational works, 24 
homiletics and 94 of miscellaneous character. Of the original: works, 15 
were verse, 28 novels and short stories, and 9 dramas. As might be 
expected, Tel-Aviv isthe publishing centre. Of the total, no less than 380 
were published in the first and only Jewish city ; Jerusalem follows with 
100, Lhe rest were published in Haifa and in one or two of the colonies. 
Outside Palestine, the number of Hebrew books published during the 
same period was 294 (as compared with 290 the previous years). Of this 
number, 170 were published in Poland, compared with 150 published in the 
preceding year, 60 in the United States as against 50 the year before, 20 
in Germany as against § in 5693, 20 in Rumania and 5in Lithuania. The 


remarkable increase in Germany is due to the demand for Hebrew educa- 
tional works.

‘he above list is presumably comprehensive, at any rate in 
regard to the publications in Palestine. It would be of considerable 
interest to know how the figures compare with the number of 
published books in Hebrew before the War. It should be borne in 
mind that Russian Jewry, which probably. still has a larger Hebrew 
reading public than any other country, is not only unable to publish 
Hebrew works, but is not allowed to receive Hebrew books or 
publications from other countries. 


THE PROJECTED JEWISH CONGRESS 

Ta? new turn of events in the United States in connaction with 
the proposed Jewish Congress has naturally aroused great interest 
as Well as surprise—~in America as in other countries. Tue Jewish 
Congress movement is. largely dependent, morally and financially, 
on American Jewry. 


The JEWIsH MORNING JOURNAL commends the decision as a step 
towards harmony and understanding in Jewish life. The significance of 
the step, the paper writes, is the recognition by the leaders of the 
Congress movement that an assembly of the kind contemplated cannot be 
convened under storm and can only come abont through 
patient discussions with the different sections in Jewry and through con- 
Vincing those who are not yet convinced of the need of creating such a 
boxly. that is achieved, a Jewish Congress will not have the 
authority which is sought for it and which it is designed to have. Aceord- 
Ing to the decision, an attempt is to be made to create agreement among 
all sections of American Jewry prior to the calling of the American 
Jewish Congress.

American-Jewish bedies refusing to ‘negotiate on the question of even an 
American-Jewish Congress, remarks that no Jewish leader can allow him- 
self the luxury of declining discussion which would tend to introduce a 
measure of unity in Jewish efforts. Those who, owing to obstinacy or 
othe r reasons, would refuse such aA COUrSEe, wonld not be considered fit to 
represent Jewish interests. But while welcoming that part of the decision 
dealing with the effort to secure closer understanding with all Jewish 
groups before convening the Congress, the article thinks the point dealing 
with the referendum is quite superfluous. A referendum as to whether 
the electors to the American Jewish Congress also favour a World Jewish 
Congress wiil only confuse the minds of the Jewish public and is, more- 
over, calculated to mtroduce a note of dissonance, because it may be 
interpreted as a challenge to those who are opposed to a World Jewish 
Congress. 

Why a referendum should be regarded as a note of dissonance is 
difficult to tell. Surely itis conceivable that some Jews may favour 
an American Jewish Congress, but oppose a World Jewish Congress. 
An appeal to the electors on this issue seems quite reasonable. 
Indeed, the same course might be followed in other countries. 


PALESTINE IMMIGRATION 


While the latest labour immigration schedule for Palestine has 
been generally recognised as a slight advance on the attitude of the 
Palestine Government towards Jewish immigration, there has been 


no concealment of disappointment with the actual figures. The 
dissatisfaction is voiced by Mr. Isaac Griinbaum, member of the 


Zionist Executive and head of the Jewish Agency Immigration 
Department, in an article in HAARETZ. 

The writer admits that the new schedule shows a lesser discrepancy 
between the number asked by the Agency and that granted by the 
Government. But, he says, it would be useless to hide the fact that from 
the point of view of the Jewish economic needs in the country and of the 
need of the mass of the Jewish people outside Palestine, the number is 
disappointing. It is clear to everyone who knows of the present condition 
in Palestine that the country is capable of absorbing 25,000 new Jewish 
immigrants, and if the Government had really viewed with favour the 
progress of the Jewish National Home and Jewish immigration, there 
would have been no occasion to haggle about the number; the request 
submitted to it by the Jewish Agency would have been granted. In any 
case, he proceeds, there was not the remotest justification for the Govern- 
ment to deduct 2,200 certificates on account of the illegal immigrants ; the 
Government had no right to restrict. immigration for other reasons than 
that of the absorptive capacity of the country, and the mere fact that such 
illegal immigrants had been absorbed did not entitle the authorities to 
withhold certificates. The position was altogether illogical, because the 
Government on the one hand.took action against illegal immigrants, and 
on the other hand reduced the number of legal certificates. As a matter 
of fact, the Government was legalising the illegal immigrants by taking 
away certificates for them from the Jewish Agency.

“St. Joan” at the “Old Vic” 


THE TEST OF A GREAT PLAY 

Many people consider “ St. Joan" to be Bernard Shaw's greatest 
Jramatic work. They base their judgment on its immense yet 
unforced dramatic power, its natural dramatic form (excluding the 
epilogue) and, most weighty argument of all, upon what may be 
termed briefly its superb quality of “ revelation ’—that quality which 
alone gives a play value above entertainment, which reveals to the 
audience truths possessed of more than a topical significance and 
affords them an experience beyond what they can obtain in real 
life, indeed capable of achievement only by aesthetic means. 

A rough and ready test on all these points can be made by judging 
what is commonly known as a play's ability to’ wear.” But this touches 
onlwa corner of the problem, involves matters of fashion, and fails to 
allow for the natural human disinclination to revert to the subject-matter 
of vesterday's discussions. St. Joan has the advantage of dealing with 
events hundreds of years old. Whether we believe that the Earl of 
Warwick and the Bishop of Beauvais feally were aware of the historical 
fork-roads which Joan's heresy marked, the turning away from inter 
nationalism in Europe and the uprising of nature’s unalterable will to 
vary. or Whether we fee! that Shaw has lengthened their vision for the 
purpose of his thesis, it matters little beside the great truth which he 
shows us and which, shortly vefore he wrote St. Joan, was celebrated in 
the Versailles orgy of so-called self determination, in which, let Us 
proudly remember, we Jews enjoyed a little of our share. 

The test of an actress's performance as Joan is her ability to suggest 
that she was the forefront of the feelings of her age—ahead of her fellows, 
perhaps, but pushed forward by them, by the strange blind force which 
some call progress.
